ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A method and system for controlling distribution of 
content through a communications network uses a second, 
parallel network for delivery of a transaction indicia to a 
requesting party. The use of the parallel network enables 
the transaction indicia to be forwarded to the party 
independently of the communications network, thereby 
reducing the probability of a party fraudulently obtaining 
delivery of the content. Additionally, information 

associated with the parallel network can be used to 
restrict distribution of the content to parties within a 
predetermined domain, such as, for example, a geographical 
region. The content may be delivered to the party in an 
encrypted form, preferably using an encryption algorithm 
and key designed to enable decryption of the content on 
only the content delivery device from which the request for 
the content was originated.
